Its a note of Chry/oftome, that in all the old Te- 
ſtament, the word damnation was never uſed, but is 
uſed thirteen times im the new. And it is obſervable; 
furcher, that in the old Teſtament, though the word 
hell is often uſed, yet it is moſt commonly uſed for 
the grave, and not for the place of the damned; but

Therefore its cleare to eyery eye, that the 
Goſpell is more backt with terrour, and with the 
Doctrines of hell and Damnation, then ever the law 
was: The preaching; of the law hath only Anathe- 
ma, but the Goſpel hath Maranatha alſo.

And ſo this was the ſecond Sermon that ever Chriſt, 
preacht; and here he preaches a terrible Sermon of 
Hell.

But it may be ſome men will object and ſay, indeed

Firſt, Its true indeed, were all our hearers conver- 
ted, Doctrius of rate, and doctrins of love and 
comfort might be moſt for edificatton; bur ſeeing we 
have to deal with a mixt people, our doctrins muſt be 
mixt alſo, elſe we ſhall never profit.

But when the Scripture 
tells us, the tempers of men are different; ſome men 
of a ſoft. diſpoſiłion, others of a knotty and rough ſpi- 
rit, ſome will be won with mercy, others not with- 
out Judgment The Scripture tellmg us, the tem- 
pers of men are various, our doctrines muſt be diffe- 
rent alſo; ſomtimes of mercy, ſometime of judgment; 
that as Sermons of love will uin upon ſoft hearts, ſo 
doctrins of terror muſt be for knotty ſpirits. Nude 
22.23. On ſome have compaſſion, making 4 difference: 
And others (ave with fear pulling them out of the fire; 
Hating the garments ſpotted with the fleſh : Some, 
faith the Apoſtle, - jon mnſt hew compaſſion to, a; 
preach love, and kindneſs to; but others you muſt ſave | 
with fire, that is, ſhew them hell fire, and terrifie 
them with the fear of Gods wrath. Some men are 
more yeilding, and more tender, theſe muſt be dealt 
with in meekneſs. Others, that are more ſtout hear- 
red ſinners, they muſt be ſaved with fear, pulling 
them out of the fire of hell. That's my ſecond an- 
ſwer, ſome mens natures are rather led then drawn, 
yet others are fo ſtout, and knotty that nothing but 
Haſhes of hell fire will make their Conſciences ſturt- 


Thirdly, To thoſe that plead ſo much for doctrins 
of free grace, and ſtrains of comfort, and muſt not 
have ſuch points of terror preach*d unto them, I an- 
ſwer, Mans nature is more apt to abuſe d octrines of 
free grace (though theſe muſt be preacht in their ſea- 
ſon) then they are to abuſe theſe doctrines of terror 
and of wrath to come. This ude tells as, Fade 3. 
They turn the grace of God into Wantonneſs, And the

-Fourthly, How can a Miniſter diſcharge his conſci- 
ence to God, that he hath preacht to his people che 
whole Counſel of God, if in the courſe of his Miniſtry 
he ſhal run only upon ſtrains of free grace, and Chriſts 
love, and doctrine of Comfort ? What are doctrins of 
terror, are not they the will of God, to be preacht as 
well as comfort? | d 3.115 
Fifthly, Thoſe men that have cried ſo much to have 
rangers, upon ſtrains of love, and of free grace, I am 
ſure, as ſome manage the matter, they have hardened 
more ſouls, then ever they have converted by thoſe 
Sermons. For my part, Beloved, I know not one 
man that hath been converted by theſe new teachers, 
that pretend more light then their Brethren, and pre- 
tend to hold forth Chriſt more clearly then their Bre- » i 
thren. I do not ſee holineſs ſhining in their lives a- | 
bove others. Whereas I am ſure, thoſe that did 
preach mixt doctrins, ſomtimes fear, and ſomtimes | 
love, ſomtimes ſtrains of wrath, ſometimes of grace, 
theſe did moſt work ons the Conſciences of their 
hearers. I have read of Maſter Hi/de-am,a Miniſter | 
at Aſpby-de-1a-20uch,a moſt terrible preacher, and it | 
is ſaid, God gaye more ſucceſs ro his Miniſtry for the | | 
Converſion of ſouls, then to all theMiniſters 9 n 
Country beſides; And when Paul preacht a Sermon | 1 
of ꝓudgement to come, it made Felix his heart tremble; | | 
It made the great mans heart tremble to hear of judg- | 
ment: And we find in Scripture, that as God had uy 
his Bar ſfabuſſes, fons of Conſolation; 50 he had his ' 
Boanerges, ' fonsof Thunder, to make the ſtout hearts

And to an- 
ſwer this, I ſhall make it appear from the confeſſion 
of heathen, that had only the glimmerings of Na- 
ture, and never ſaw the Bible; And, Secondly from 
the Teſtimony of Scripture.

Firſt, From the confeſſion of Heathen, though they 
could not tell diſtinctly; (as never being acquainted 
with the word) yet by the glimmering light of na- | 
ture they had ſome fancies and apprehenſſons of this | 
place of the damned. Virgil tels us, | 

Facilis deſcenſus Avern, &c. e/Encid.lib.6. 

Therefore they had one ealled Pluto, that was 
the chief perſon in hell, which chiefly did torment 
them that were moſt wicked. And they had their 
Charons boats, a fancy, that there was a man with 
a boat that ferried over wicked | perſons into hell. 
And they had their Ætna, their burning Mountains, 
which they-fancied to be hell. And they fancied hell 
to be a continual rowling of ſtones upon dead bo- 
dies, with many other fancies: And ſo Pluto had ma- 
ny footſteps of hell; that, ſaith he, if a man had no 
puniſhment aſter he is dead, he ſnall have ſomwhat of 
guiltineſs in him, to torture, and torment him. All theſe 
were meerly apprehenſions of hell, But theſe I paſs. |

well. Now God hath a greater N over man, 
then the potter hath over the potſherd; and if the 
clay muſt not ſay thus, you ought not to reaſon a- 

ainſt God, why fiaſt thou damned me, or why am I not 
faved: this is a ſtrain the Apoſtle argues againſt, that 
the Lord will not bear; you muſt not open your mouths 
againſt God for this. But, | 

Secondly, God damns no man, but there was fin 
in that man that deſerved a greater damnation then 
God inflits upon him, and therefore you cannot 
charge God of any cruelty. Rom. 9. a2. hut if 
Gd willing to fhew hit wrath , and ts mal his- pow- 
er known, indured With much long [i ofering veſſels of 
wrath, fitted for deſtruction? God lends no man to hell 
before he by his ſin was fir for hell. Wicked men they 
ſhall be damned, they are veſſels of wrath fitted for 
hell : ſhall not God fend them to thar place they are 
fir for? They that ſin upon earth, and diſhononr 
God upon earth, and make fin their pleaſure, they 
are not fit for heaven; heaven would be a hell to 
them: they that love not duties upon earth, they will 
not love them in heaven. Now how can you open 
your mouth againſt God, when he tells you, he hath 
born with you many a year haply , before you were 


damned, and when he throws you there, he tells you | 
you are fitted for hell (if it be your ſad portion to be

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there?) Therefore we cannot charge God of un- 
mercifulneſs becauſe the Lord damn no man, but it is

| -\' Thirdly, What ſtands with Gods decree doth well 
ſtand with his mercy ; bur it ſtands with Gods decree, 
that moſt men fhould periſh, therefore it croſſes not 
his mercy. For this is a fure rule, the decrees of God 
cannot claſh with any of his attributes, and mercy be- 
ing one of his attributes, the derree croſſes not that, 


be imaginable. 

Fourthly, For God to damn the moſt of men, it is 
fo far from impeaching his mercy, that it doth ſet a 

reater luſtre on the mercy of God to the Elect then o- 
ge iſe. Non. 9. 22, 23. What if God, willing to 
fhew hiz wrath, and to make his power known, indaved 
the veſſels of wrath fitted for deſtruſtian: and that he 
mighe mae notes the riches of hrs grace unto the 
veel sf mercy, | whith he hath prepaved for glory? As 
if he ſhould ay; What, doth damnation of ſouls im- 
peach Godsmercy? No, it declares God mercy, that 
God might ſhethe riches of his grace to all the veſſels

| | Fifthly,' God would ſhew more mercy, if he ſhould 
| ave but one mat in the world, then he would ſhew ex-

Papiſts, to; plead, az if works: ſhould merit 
heaven, and provoke God to ſave, and not to 
damn us. Whereas you ſee it is mercy in God, if he 
ſavebut one; it is juſtin God if he damn all; there- 
fore God in ſaving as many as he ſaves, it is mercy; 
and if he would fave but few, it is mercyiſtil,and if he 
ſave but one it would be mercy ſtilʒtherfore the mercy 
of God is greater in ſaving ſo many as he doth. - God 
was — to ſave none of his creatures. God ſhould 
not have been unmercifull, had he never diffuſed one 
drop of his bounty, but kept and enjoyed his good- 
. [neſs within himſelf, as he did before the creation; he 

is not bound to communicate it to any. 

How ſhould this be for conviction to thee, that 
haſt harboured ill thoughts of God? Thou haſt har. 
boured ill thoughts of God, for laying upon thee. 
dily afflictions, whereas thou ſeeſt, * art not to 
harbour an ill thought againſt God, if he ſhould lay 
hell, and the weight of his wrath upon thee, and 
ſcorch thy ſoul in fire and brimſtone; therefore how 
ſhould this check thee? Thou haſt had. the gout or 
ſtone, or ſome other affliction;in this world, and thou 
haſt thought God a hard Maſter, and charged God

I know there is no Doctrine in all the Bible that is 
ſo irkſome to fleſh and bloud, as Doctrines of terrour 
are: the hearts and ſpirits of ungodly men will riſe 
againſt it; they will be ready to ſay of us, as the 
Divet faid of our Saviour, Art thow come to torment 1. 
before the time? I may fay of many men, as J read in a | 
Hiſtory of a ſeminary Prieſt in Lancaſhire, that having 


loft his glove, another man following him, rook it up; 
and tun aſter this Prieft to give him his glove. The 
Prieſt carrying a guilty conſcience about him, thought 
the man tun after him to apprehend him, and have 
the Law executed upon him, though the man intended 
no hurt unto him; yet the Prieſt run from him, and 
to avoid the man, drowned himſelf.
